RCW 43. 215. 130.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEGQ SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW 43.215.130 and 2010 1st sp.s. ¢ 37 s 933 are each
anmended to read as foll ows:

(1)(a) The home visiting services account is created in the
((eustody—oef—the—state—treasurer)) state treasury. Revenues to the
account shall consist of appropriations by the legislature and all
ot her sources deposited in the account. All federal funds received by
the departnent for hone visiting activities nust be deposited into the
account .

(b)(i) Expenditures from the account shall be used for state
mat ching funds for the purposes of the program established in this
section and federally funded activities for the hone visiting program
including admnistrative expenses. (( &by — the — dtrector —or —the
director's designee may authorize expenditures fromthe account.))

(ii) The departnment oversees the account _and is the |ead state
agency for hone visiting system devel opnent. The nongover nnent al
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private-public partnership adnmnisters the hone visiting_ service
delivery systemand provides inplenentation support functions to funded
prograns.

(iii) It isthe intent of the legislature that state funds invested
in_the account be natched at fifty percent by the_ private-public
partnership each fiscal year. However, state funds in the account may
be accessed in the event that the private-public partnership fails to
neet the fifty percent nmtch_ target. Should the private-public
partnership not neet the fifty percent match target by the conclusion
of the fiscal year ending on_ June 30th, the departnent and_ the
private-public_ partnership, shall jointly submt_ a_ report to_the
relevant legislative commttees detailing the reasons why the fifty
percent match target was not net, the actual match rate achi eved, and
a plan to achieve fifty percent match in the subsequent fiscal year.
This report shall be submitted as pronptly as practicable, but the |ack
of receipt of this report shall not prevent state funds in the account
from bei ng accessed.

(iv) Anmounts used for programadm nistration by the departnent nmay
not exceed an average of four percent in any tw consecutive fisca
years.

(v) Authorizations for expenditures may be given only after private
funds are commtted ((anrd—avattable)). The nongovernnental private-
public partnership nust report to the departnent quarterly to
denonstrate sufficient investnent of private match funds.

(c) Expenditures from the account are ((exenrpt—from—the
appropr+atioens—and)) subject to_appropriation_and_the allotnent
provi sions of chapter 43.88 RCW ((Hewever—anrpunts—usedfor—program
admn-strat-on—by —the —departent —are —subjeet —to—the—abkotwent—and
budgetary controls of chapter 43.88 RCW and an appropriation is
required for-these expenditures.))

(2) The departnment nust expend noneys fromthe account to provide
state matching funds for partnership activities to inplenent hone
visiting services and admnister the infrastructure necessary to
devel op, support, and evaluate evidence-based, research-based, and
prom si ng honme visiting prograns.

(3) Activities eligible for funding through the account include,
but are not limted to:
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(a) Honme visiting services that achieve one or nore of the
fol |l ow ng: (1) Enhancing <child developnment and well-being by
alleviating the effects on child devel opnment of poverty and ot her known
risk factors; (ii) reducing the incidence of child abuse and negl ect;
or (iii) pronoting school readiness for young children and their
famlies; and

(b) Devel opnent and mai ntenance of the infrastructure for hone
visiting prograns, including training, quality inprovenent, and
eval uati on.

(4) Beginning July 1, 2010, the departnent shall contract with the
nongover nnental private-public partnership designated in RCW43. 215. 070
to admnister prograns funded through the home visiting services
account. The departnent shall nonitor performance and provi de periodic
reports on the use outcones of the honme visiting services account.

(5) The nongovernnental private-public partnership shall, in the
adm ni strati on of the prograns:

(a) Fund programs through a conpetitive bid process or
conpliance wwth the regulations of the funding source; and

(b) Convene an advisory commttee of early l|learning and hone
visiting experts, including one representative fromthe departnent, to
advi se the partnership regarding research and the distribution of funds
fromthe account to eligible prograns.
